Licensing Conditions in respect of Public Sector 
Imports under the Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 
1.984 Billion (Ye n 1,948,670,000) (Debt 
Relief) for 1982-83 extended by the Govern¬ 
ment of Japan. 

Section I—General Conditions 

I (i) The Japanese Grant Aid of Yen 1.948 bil¬ 
lion extended by the Government of Japan is untied 
in favour of OECD and developing countries except 
India. Accordingly the commodities! and services in¬ 
cidental thereto to be procured under this Grant Aid 
can be imported from Japan and all countries enume¬ 
rated in the lisL at Anncxure-I which will be the 
eligible source countries under this Grant. The list of 
eligible commodities that can be imported under this 
Grant Aid is at Armexure-TI. 

T (iil The licence will bear the superscription “Yen 
1.94S billion Japanese Grant Aid for 1982-83”. The 
licence code for the first and second sulfix will be 
“S ! JN”, Tlu.sc will also be repeated in the letter from 
the CC1NF forwarding the import licence. 

I (iii) No remittance of foreign exchange wifi be 
permitted against the import licence, except bank 
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charges which may he remitted through normal bank¬ 
ing channels. Any payment towards Indian Agent’s 
commission should be made in Indian rupees to the 
agents in India, Such payments, however, will torn 
part of the licence value and will, therefore, be 
charged to the licence. 

1 (iv) The import licence will be issued on C1F 
basis with an initial validity of 12 months. For ex¬ 
tension of the validity of the licence., the liccncec 
should approach the licencing authority concerned 
who shall consult the Department of Economic Affairs 
(Japan Section 1 ) in the matter. 

I (v) Firm order must be placed on C&F basis on 
the overseas suppliers located in Japan -and in other 
eligible countries mentioned in Annexure-T and 
sent to the Under Secretary (TA), Department of 
Economic Aifairs (Japan Section), Ministry of 
Finance, North Block, New Delhi (within 4 months 
from the date of issue of the import licence), “Firm 
Orders” means purchase orders placed by the Indian 
liccnceo on the Overseas supplier duly supported by 
order confirmation by the latter or purchase con¬ 
tract only signed by both the Indian importer and 
the Overseas supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of 
Overseas suppliers andjor order confirmation of such 
Indian Agents are not acceptable. 

I (vi) This condition of 'he placenn nt of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not haying 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Aifairs, Japan Section, within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para I(v) above cannot be 
placed within 4 months for valid reasons the licencee 
should submit the import licence to the concerned 
licensing authorities giving reasons why ordering 
could not be completed within 4 months. Such re¬ 
quests for extension in the ordering period will be 
considered etc. on the merit by the licencing authori¬ 
ties who may grant extension upt 0 maximum periof of 
4 months. I fhowever, will be payable on actual basis 
or whether the freight charges—further extension is 
sought beyond 4 month* from the date of issue of this 
import licence, such nroposa’s will*invariably be refer¬ 
red by the licencing authorities to the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) Ministry of Finance 
North Block, New Delhi who will consider such ex¬ 
tension on the merits of each case and communicate 
their decision to the licencing authorities for com¬ 
munication to the licence. 

In Swing the terminal date for shipment, it should 
be noted that this date should not be beyond 
31-3-1985. 

Section IT- Special points to be kept in view while 
Negotiating a supply contract 

TI (i) (a) The C&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen or US Dollar or Pound Sterling 
without fraction less than one Yen, one cent or one 
penny and should exclude Indian Agents commission, 
if any, which should be paid in Indian rupees. In no 
circumstances the contract value should be express¬ 
ed in Indian rupee or in any other currency. The 
FOB cost and freight amount may be shown separa¬ 
tely but it should be clarified in the contract whether 
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the freight charges indicated in the contract would be 
the amount payable irrespective of the actual charges. 

(b) The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.c. on presentation of shipping documents 
by the Japanese suppliers to the Bank of India, 

Tokyo. 

(e) The purchase order and the supplier’s order 
confirmation should be in English only. 

If (ii) Only one contract should be entered into 
against the import licence. In exceptional cases, more 
than one contract may be permitted to be entered 
into, for which prior approval of the Department of 
Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, should be 
obtained soon after the dale of issue of the import 
licence. 

TT (iii) Eligibility of Supplier.—The supplier shall be 
a national of the eligible source countries, or a juri ¬ 
dical person registered and incorporated in the eligible 
source countries. 


Section Bt 

The following provision should be specifically in¬ 
corporated in the supply contract : — 

ITI (i) Tlie contract is arranged in accordance 
with the agreement dated the 23-2-84 between 
the Governments of India and Japan concern¬ 
ing the Grant'Aid—of Yen 1.948 billion for 1982-83 
“and will be subject to the approval of Government 
of India”. 

Ill (ii) Payments to the overseas suppliers shall 
be made through an. ‘Authorisation to pay (A|P) 
which will be issued by the Controller of Aid 
Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, 
Parliament Street, New Dellii-110001. in favour of 
the Bank of India, Tokyo under the Japanese Grant 
Aid for 1982-83. 

Ill (iii) The overseas suppliers agree to furnish 
such information and documents as may be required 
by the Government of India on the one hand and the 
Government of Japan on the other. 

Ill (iv) Where suppliers are located in Japan, they 
agree to make shipping arrangements in consultation 
with the Embassy of India, Tokyo and that for this 
purpose they would keep the Embassy of India, 
Tokyo informed of the delivery schedule of the goods 
involved and notify the Embassy of India, atjeast six 
weeks in advance of the shipping required so that 
suitable arrangements should be made. In exceptional 
cases, where the importer require this period of 
notice may be reduced. The Japanese supplier should 
also agree to send a cable advice to the importer 
after each shipment giving the necessary details and 
a copy thereof should be sent to the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo', 
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Section IV Contract Approval by Govt, of India 

IV (i) As soon as the otxlers are finalised, the 
licence should forward to the under Secretary (TA), 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, 
North Block, New Delhi, 4 copies of the contract 
duly signed by both parties or purchase order by the 
Indian Importer placed on the Overseas supplier 
supported by order confirmation in writing by the 
overseas supplier or their photo copies complete 
in all respects with two photo copies of the relevant 
valid import licence and also two copies of the 
“Request for issue of A|P’’ in the term at Annex III 
The above procedure will also apply to all contract 
amendments causing essential modifications to the 
contents of contract^ or in its price. 

IV (ii) If the contract documents “Request for 
issue of A[P” and other connected documents are 
found to be in order the Ministry of Finance (Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs) will approve the contract 
and will arrange to send one set of the documents 
mentioned in (i) above each to the CAA&A, the 
Embassy of Tndia, Tokyo and the Embassy of Japan, 
in India. 

IV fiii) On receipt of the documents mentioned 
at (ii) above the Controller of Aid. Accounts & 
Audit, Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of 
Finance, UCO Bank Building, Parliament Street, 
New Delhi-110001 will issue an ‘Authorisation to 
pay (A|P) to the Bank of India, Tokyo in the form 
at Annexure IV for making payment to the overseas 
supplier. Copies of the A|P will be endorsed to the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo the importer the importer’s 
Bank in India and Japan Section, Department of Eco¬ 
nomic Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

IV (iv) On receipt of the Authorisation to pay 
(A|p) the Bank of India, Tokyo will intimate the 
fact of this receipt to the supplier under intimation 
to the Government of Japan, Embassy of India, 
Tokyo, the importer's Bank in India and the 
CAA&A. 

IV (v) The foreign supplier shall, after effecting 
shipment, present through his banker the documents 
specified in the A|P to the Bank of India, Tokyo. If 
the documents are found to be in order, the Bank of 
India, Tokyo will rcleaso the amount specified In the 
documents to the Supplier through his bankers. 

IV (vi) Banking charges payable to the Bank of

12-10-1976. Die exchange rate to be adopted for 
computing the rupee equivalent of ihc \cn|US|$ 
Pound payment will be prevailing composite rate of 
exchange as laid down in CCI&E Public Notice No. 
8—ITC(PN) |76 dated 17-1-1976 or as may be 
notified by Government from time to time through 
Public Notices of the CGI&E or through Exchange 
Control Circulars of the Reserve Bank of India. Any 
changes in this regard as also in regard to the rate of 
interest will be notified as and when necessary. It will 
be the responsibility of the Indian Bank concerned 
to ensure that the amounts due are correctly depo¬ 
sited into Government Account before the import 
’documents are handed over to the importers. The 
liccncec should also ensure that tfte amounts due are 
correctly deposited into Government Account before 
taking delivery of the documents from their bankers. 
It is the responsibility of the importer to -ensure that 
the amounts due are correctly deposited in to the 
Government account promptly even when they obtain 
delivery of the goods from the customs authorities 
under exceptional circumstances. The Head of 
Account to which the above rupee deposits should bo 
credited is “K—Deposits and Advances 843-Civil.

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the 
rupee deposit should be sent by registered post to 
the CAA&A indicating reference to the A|P issued 
by him and also enclosing copies of invoice and ship¬ 
ping documents, 

Note : Importer’s Banks in India should ensure 
that the rupee deposits are invariably 
made within 10 days of the receipt of the 
advice of payments and negotiable 
shipping documents from the Bank 
of India, Tokyo and that the CAA&A, 
Ministry of Finance (DEA), New Delhi is 
kept informed of the fact immediately 
thereafter. 

V (iv) The concerned bank in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the ex¬ 
change control copy of the licence and send the re¬ 
quisite “S” Form to the Reserve Bank of India, 
Bombay.

The licencce should apprise the supplier of any 
special provisions in the import licence which may 
affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction.

VI (iii) Disputes 

It should be understood that the Government of 
India will not undertake any responsibility for dis¬ 
pute, if any, that may arise between the licencee and 
the suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled by the 
supplier before payment by the Bank of India, Tokyo 
must be clearly spelt out by the importer in An- 
nexure-I under “Terms of payment”. Provision deal¬ 
ing with a settlement of disputes be included in the 
condition of contract. 

VI (iv) Future Instructions 

The Licencee shall promptly comply with direc¬ 
tions, instructions or orders issued by the Govt, 
of India from time to time regarding any and all 
matters arising from or pertaining tc the import 
licence and for meeting all obligations under the 
Grant Aid for 1982-83 from Japan. 

VI (v) Breach or violation 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set forth 
in the above clauses will result in appropriate action 
under the Imports and Exports (Control Act).
